He  was  asked  wh>  ther  he 
would  act  as  arbitrator  between  the  Bur-, 
lington  and  the  strikers.  He  says  he  knows 
Arthur  and  Sargent,  and  that  it  is  his  busi 
ness  to  attend  to  hia  business,  and  is  do- 
ing it. 

CLAIMS  IT  18  DEAD.

We 
have  eetablised  the  fact  that  we  are  running 
the  C,  B.  &  Q.,  not  Arthur." 

IT  HAS  NO   FORCE. 

Chief  Sargent  says  Judge  Dundy's  Omaha 
decision  regarding  the  strike  has  no  force 
and  can  not  compel  the  men  to  haul  Bur- 
lington or  any  other  cars.

"SHE"  IS  A  MINE. 

Hag;gard*s  Weird  Piece  Proves  a  Drawing 
Card  as  a  Spectacular  Drama 

Chicago,  March  10. — The  recent  experien- 
ces in  Washington  when  over  20,000  copies 
of  "She"  were  sold  in  the  week  prior  to  the 
production  of   Gillett's   dramatization    of 

Haggard's  novel,  have  been  more  than 
duplicated  in  this  city.  The  first  western 
production  takes  place  at  theCbicago  opera 
house,  tomorrow  night,  the  company  leav- 
ing Cincinnati  by  special  train  at  midnight, 
tonight,  and  according  to  estimates  made 
by  the  leading  wholesale  an^  retail  book 
dealers,  43,000  copies  of  t^e  work  have 
been  sold  in  the  city  since  Thursday  of  last 
week  while  the  advance  sales  have  exceeded 
anything  in  the  history  of  spectacular  pro- 
ductions in  this  city  not  even  excepting  the 
"Arabian  Nights."  One  hundred  people 
appear  in  the  production  and  the  services 
of  eighty  more  are  required  simply  to  oper- 
ate the  scenery.  The  intense  excitement 
manifested  in  this  dramatization  of  that 
weird  remarkable  novel,  especially  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  both  the  scenery,  costumes 
and  ejects  as  described  in  the  book  are 
faithfully  followed,  is  evidenced  in  the  fact 
that  orders  for  seats  have  come  in  from 
points  outside  the  state  line  in  Indiana, 
Michigan  and  Wisconsin,  and  that  several 
out  of  town  theatre  parties  have  been  ar- 
ranged for. 

BARBERS  WANT  REST. 

Chicago     lonsorial     Artists     to     Protest 
Against  Working  All  Sunday.. 

Chicago,  March  10.— The  effort  which  is 
being  made  to  do  away  with  the  daj  of  rest 
so  far  as  the  barber  fraternity  is  concerned 
will  be  grappled  with  at  a  conference  to  be 
held  tomorrow  afternoon  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Barbers'  Assemby  of  the 
Knights  of  Labor.  It  is  said  that  Chicago 
is  the  only  city  in  the  country  where  the 
resident  or  the  stranger  could  secure  the 
services  of  a  tonsorial  artist  at  any  hour 
of  the  day  and  night,  week  day  and  Sun- 
day, and  for  years  the  palatial  shop  in  the 
Palmer  house  owned  by  W.  S.  Eden  has 
been  the  only  place  in  the  city  where  this 
privilege  could  be  enjoyed.  Recently,  how- 
ever, other  proprietors  have  been  going 
into  the  all-day  Sunday  business,  and 
hence  the  call  for  tomorrow's  conference. 
Master  Workman  Hamschraidt,  of  the  Bar- 
bers' assembly,  says  that  there  are  fears 
that  the  other  barbers  will  follow  suit,  and 
that  this  must  be  prevented  at  all  hazards. 
Senator  Burke  and  Repreeentative  Rohr- 
bach  are  announced  to  speak  to  the  men 
after  the  conference. 


Probably  Crazy. 

Paris,  March  10.— The  man  named  Hol- 
let,  hailing  from  Neuville-le-Pont,  in  the  de- 
partment of  Marne,  who  recently  created  a 
diversion  in  the  chamber  of  deputies,  has 
been  pronounced  insane  and  placed  in  an 
asylum.  Hollet  the  other  day  occupied  a 
seat  in  the  visitors'  gallery.  Just  as  cham- 
ber was  about  to  adjourn  he  took  out  of 
his  pocket  a  packet  of  rose  tinted  and 
ivory  white  sheets  of  paper  on  which  were 
inscribed  various  devices  intended  to  be 
highly  uncomplimentary.  "Six  hundred 
kings"  were  the  printed  words  which  fell  on 
the  bald  pate  of  one  honorable  member. 
"Six  hundred  tyrants"  fell  to  the  share  of 
a  second,  while  a  third  awoke  to  the  un- 
pleasant fact  that,Pie  was  one  of  the  "Sel- 
lers in  the  temple,  and  so  the  papers  went 
flying  along  in  one  direction  and  another 
until  an  end  was  put  the  diversion  by  Hoi- 
let's  arrest.  Amongst  tlie  madmen  he  will 
now  have  plenty  of  time  forcogitating  upon 
the  danger  of  playing  pranks  with  the  law- 
makers of  the  Republic. 


TO  VISIT  AMERICA. 

Gladstone   to    Visit    This    Country    Next 
Fall,  Health  Permitting 

London,  March  10.— It  can  be  stated 
upon  absolute  and  direct  authority  that 
providing  his  health  will  permet  the  Right 
Hon.  William  E.  Gladstone  will  pay  a  visit 
to  the  United  States  next  fall.  He  will  be 
accompanied  by  his  son  Herbert  and  Sir 
Lyon  Playfair;  but  it  is  hardly  probable 
that  Mrs.  Gladstone,  who  holds  sea  voy- 
ages* in  mortal  horror,  will  be  induced  to 
form  one  of  the  party.  The  visit  will  be 
entirely  a  private  one  and  the  ex-premier's 
physicians,  two  of  whom  according  to 
present  plans  will  accompany  him  will  see 
to  it  that  all  invitations  to  banquets, 
formal  receptions,  etc.,  will  be  declined  on 
the  plea  of  advanced  age  and  the  necessity 
for  an  utter  avoidance  of  excitement.

London,  Karch  10.— A  gloom  hae  been 
thrown  over  the  celebration  of  the  silver 
wedding  of  the  Prince  and  Princess  of 
Wales,  and  the  dinner  party  today  was  a 
quiet  affair  participated  in  only  by  the  im- 
mediate members  of  the  royal  family.  Im- 
mediately after  its  conclusion  her  majesty 
left  for  Windsor  on  a  special  train.  All  the 
members  of  the  royal  family  will  attend 
divine  services  in  the  royal  chapel  tomor- 
row except  the  queen,  '!or  whose  benefit  a 
special  service  will  be  held  in  the  red  draw- 
ing room. 

CONORATCLATED. 

London,  March  10 — The  queen  this  morn- 
ing proceeded  to  Marlborough  bouse  and 
congratulated  the  priace  and  princess  of 
Wales  on  the  twenty-filth  anniversary  of 
their  wedding.  Marquis  Salisbury,  Sir 
William  Veri*.  .  Harcourt,  a  number  of 
leading  personages  of  the  court,  army  and 
navy  called  and  presen  ced  congratulations. 
The  corporation  of  the  city  of  London  with 
the  lord  mayor  at  the  lead  waited  upon 
their  royal  highness,  submitted  a  loyal 
address  of  felicitation  and  presented  a 
motiel  of  the  imperial  institute  in  solid 
silver,  weighing  ei^ht  cwt.  It  took 
eight  men  to  carry  it  into  the  reception 
room. 

A  Villain'ti  Work, 

EvANsviLLE,  Ind.,  Murch  10. — A  special 
from  Owensboro,  Ky.,  details  of  a  series  of 
crimes  committed  by  a  colored  school 
teacher  near  that  city  cbich  has  aroused 
that  race  to  a  frenzy.  Near  Utica  there  is 
a  colored  school  taugh';  bj  a  young  negro, 
Robert  Hardin.  Among  the  pupils  is  a 
girl  of  15  years  nataed  Amanda  Pry, 
daughter  of  Henry  Pry,  a  very  wealthy  col- 
ored farmer.  Some  months  ago  the  teacher 
betrayed  the  girl,  and  n  hen  the  evidence  of 
their  sin  became  apparent  he  at  once  set 
about  producing  malpractice.  Finding 
that  something  was  wrcmg  with  his  daugh- 
ter, the  father  questioned  her,  and  she  con- 
fessed everything.  He  iras  advised  to  have 
Hardin  arrested,  and  be  came  to  Owens- 
boro for  that  purpose,  but  Hardin  took 
the  alarm  when  the  old  man  left  home  and 
packed  bis  traps  atid  left  for  parts 
unknown.  The  girl  di^sd  this  afternoon, 
but  during  the  morning  she  made  the  start- 
ling disclosure  that  sis  other  girls  in  the 
school,  aged  from  13  to  16  years,  were  in  a 
similar  condition  and  bad  been  regularly 
drugged  by  the  villain  1 3  destroy  the  evi- 
dence of  his  crimes.  A  lynching  party  has 
been  organized,  and  is  now  in  hot  pursuit 
of  Hardin.  He  was  seen  this  morning  near 
Owensboro,  and  it  is  hiijhly  probable  that 
he  will  be  caught  and  strrungup  t^the  near- 
est tree. 

A  CHINESE   SHOCK. 

An  Karthquake   in    Vvtnnan  Which  Kills 
15,000  People. 

San  Francisco,  Marcl   10.— The  steamer 

City  of  Sydney  brings  particulars  of  the 
Yunnan,  China,  earthquake.  The  city  is  in 
ruins  and  15,000  peopU  are  killed.  A  tract 
of  land  was  swallowed  and  changed  into  a 
lake. 

An  Interesting  Bull  Fight. 

New  York,  March  10— In  a  freight  car 
just  arrived  from  Chicagi-,  twelve  bulls, 
crazed  by  hunger  and  thirst,  engaged  in  a 
fierce  fight  lasting  four  tours,  when  all  but 
two  huddled  in  one  end.

He  said  he  vras  unable  to  pay, 
but  bank  books  were  found  in  the  lining  of 
his  coat  showing  that  he  bad  a  bank  ac- 
count of  110,000.

WHEAT  MATTERS. 

THE  stocks  IN  store  AGA  [N    SHOWING    AN    IN- 
CREASE—THE PROSPECTS. 

Cars  of  wheat  on  track  this  morning  are 
ninety  or  about  50,000  bushels,  thirteen  of 
which  were  from  the  No;rthern  Pacific  and 
seventy-seven  from  the  Manitoba  road, 
which  is  uiore  than  for  any  day  for  several 
months.  Estimating  receipts  today  into 
elevators  at  25.000  bushels,  the  increase 
of  wheat  in  store  for  the  week  has  been 
136,000  bushels,  makini;  a  total  in  store 
here  today  of  7.086,000  bushels.  All  the 
receipts  of  the  week  havobeen  inDuluthEIe- 
vator  company's  houset,  and  two  of  them 
are  now  full,  with  a  littln  less  than  2,700,- 
000  bushels  of  grain  in  store.  There  are 
still  on  track  about  the  same  number  of 
cars  as  at  the  beginning  of  the  week,receipts 
about  equal  to  elevations. 

The  shipping  season  iit  still  two  months 
away  and  it  is  too  early  to  say  much 
about  it.  Inquiries  are  received  from  the 
seaboard  and  Europe  giain  and  there  will 
probably  be  good  business  done  when  navi- 
gation opens.  It  is  believed  that  Buffalo 
freight  rates  will  open  low,  at  3  or  4  cents 
per  bushel,  which  is  50  to  100  per  cent  be- 
low last  year's  ruling  rates.  At  opening  of 
navigation  a  year  ago  there  were  11,000,- 
000  bus  in  store  here,  irhile  to  make  that 
amount  next  May  3,700,000  bus  will  have 
to  be  received  besides  tbat  now  on  track, 
in  the  next  60  days.  It,  is  not  expected 
tbat  receipts  will  be  so  ;reat,  though  they 
are  now  good  and  promise  to  be  better  in 
April.  Total  car  receipts  in  February  were 
537  cars  and  that  total  has  nearly  been 
reached  already  this  month. 

Flour  shipments  to  Diluth  have  begun 
and  will  rapidly  increasn  from  this  time  on. 
Fully  100,000  barrels  will  be  received  in 
the  next  two  months.

London,  England,  March  10.— It  is  now 
reported  that  the  fight  occurred  ten  miles 
from  Paris.  Another  report  says  it  occur- 
red at  Creil,  thirty-two  miles  north  of 
Paris. 

,  HOW  IT  ENDED. 

London,  March  10.— A  report  has  just 
been  received  from  France,  the  Sullivan- 
Mitchell  fight  ended  in  a  draw  after  thirty- 
nine  rounds  and  at  the  finish  Mitchell  had 
the  best  of  it. 

SELLIVAN  claims  a  CHILL. 

London,  England,  March  10.— The  battle 
was  fought  at  Chantilly,  a  suburb  of  Paris. 
It  lasted  two  hours  and  a  quarter.  It  is  re- 
ported that  Sullivan  suffered  from  a  chill. 
A  cold  rain  was  falling  all  morning.  Mit 
chell  had  trouble  with  his  hands.  The 
referee  after  the  thirty-ninth  round  decided 
the  fight  a  draw.  Sullivan  accepted  the 
decision. 

ANOTHER  account. 

Chantilly,  France,  March  10  —  The 
Mitchell-Sullivan  fight  took  place  on  the 
grounds  of  Baron  Rothschild,  near  Criel. 
Sullivan  was  out  of  condition  when  he  en- 
tered the  ring  and  Mitchell  had  the  best 
of  the  fight  and  his  friends  asset  t 
he  would  have  won  had  the  fight  continued. 
The  battle  lasted  a  little  over  three  hours. 
Up  to  the  end  of  the  eighth  round  Sullivan 
appeared  to  have  the  best  of  the  fight  but 
the  fact  that  he  could  not  knock  Mitchell 
out  seemed  to  diwcourage  him  and  after 
that  he  fought  with  little  spirit. 
Mitchell  showed  great  pluck  throughoht 
and  hia  friends  are  jubilant,  as  the  result  is 
virtually  a  victory  for  the  little  Euglish- 
man.  At  the  end  of  the  fight  both  men 
were  in  bad  shape  and  Mitchell's  backers 
finally  consented  to  the  proposi- 
tion made  by  Sullivan's  backers, 
that  the  fight  be  declared  a 
draw.  The  American  crowd  is  blue.  Sulli- 
vans  friends  are  utterly  unable  to  explain 
why  he  did  not  do  better.  Both  men's 
bands  were  in  terrible  shape  at  the  end  of 
the  fight.  Mitchell  seemed  to  improve  as 
the  fight  went  on.  He  fought  fearfully 
and  kept  out  of  Sullivan's  reach 
as  much  as  possible.  Tha  bit- 
ting was  even  at  the  end  of  the  thirty- 
eighth  round.  Creil,  the  place  nearest  the 
fight,  is  on  the  Chemin  de  Fer  du  Nord,  the 
line  between  Calais  and  Paris.  Forty-four 
rounds  were  fought,  but  the  official  record 
is  39  rounds. 


Crooked    Attorney, 

Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  March  10.— In  the 
examination  of  the  charges  against  Prose- 
cuting Attorney  Clay  in  the  probate  court 
today  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Smith  testified  that 
he  had  two  or  three  conversations  with  Mr. 
Aiken,  and  in  one  of  them  Dr.  Aiken  said 
to  him  that  he  had  offered  Mr.  Clay  $100 
in  cash  to  nolle  the  case  but  Clay  would 
not  take  it.  He  wanted  $200,  and  that  he 
(Dr.  Smith)  told  Aiken,  "His  hand  was  in 
the  lion's  mouth;  he  had  better  give  the 
beast  all  he  asked  for,"  and  Dr.  Aiken  re- 
plied,   "The   rascal,  if  I  offered  him 

$200  he  would  demand  $500."  The  doctor 
said  the  reason  he  didn't  tell  of  the  conver- 
sation before  was  because  of  his  condition. 
He  said,  "I  had  not  been  out  of  my  bed 
scarcely  for  a  week  when  I  was  brought 
into  court.  The  fact  is  I've  been  in  a 
veritable  hell  ever  since  Jan.  1,  1888.  I 
was  much  addicted  to  the  use  of  opium  for 
the  three  years  prior  to  that  date,  but  on 
Jan.  1  I  swore  off.  I  am  out  of  hell  now- 
clear  out— never  felt  better  during  the  past 
three  years  of  my  life." 

DOWN  ON  WHISKEY. 

A  Lilvely  Time  in  a   Prohibition   Town    iu 
Tennessee. 

Chattanooga,  March  10.— There  is  great 
excitement  at  Dresden,  Wakely  county. 
Dresden  is  a  prohibition  town.  A  "Jug 
Line"  bas  been  running  to  the  adjoining 
county.  A  month  ago,  Tobe  White,  the 
leader  of  the  line  was  killed  in  a  fight. 
Feeling  has  been  intense  since  Wednesday. 
Notices  signed,  "Successors  to  K.  K.  K.," 
warning  "Jug  Line"  conductors  to  stop 
were  posted  conepiciously.  Four  were 
caught,  last  night,  stripped,  whipped  on 
their  bare  hacks,  tarred  and  feathered 
from  the  waist  down,  and  ordered  to  leave 
the  country.  It  is  feared  there  will  be 
blood  shed. 

Singular  Funeral  Proposed. 

Richmond,  Ind.,  March  10. — Although 
there  can  be  no  burial  the  relatives  of  David 
C.  Hampton,  who  was  literally  torn  to 
pieces  by  the  terrific  dynamite  explosion 
reported  Wednesday,  have  about  decided 
to  have  a  funeral  next  Sunday,  to  the  end 
there  must  be  a  christian-like  observance 
of  his  awful  fate.  While  there  is  doubt  as 
to  one  piece  of  flesh  and  bone,  sup- 
posed to  be  a  bit  of  his  vertebrase,  and  a 
sliver  of  a  rib  with  a  small  piece  of 
flesh  attached,  another  piece  has  been 
found  that  is  undoubtedly  a  piece  of  the 
ill  fated  man.  It  is  a  portion  of  his  heel, 
to  which  the  texture  of  his  sock  is  still 
attached,  and  it  was  found  a  long  distance 
away.

THE  SECOND  8TAOE, 

Termed  hypertrophic  catarrh.

When  Duluthiaos  stray  abroad  the^  gen- 
erally keep  their  eyelUiH  io  a  state  of  dia- 
ten^ion.  They  are  too  much  accustomed 
to  hear  the  slipshod  comments  of  the  sum- 
mer visitors  to  the  Zenith  city,  not  to  be 
aware  how  nanseous  the  omniscient  re- 
marks of  the  casual  Tisitor  to  a  strange 
clime  seem  to  those  who  are  really  well  in- 
formed as  to  the  subject  under  discussion. 
Not  long  ago  a  party  of  iron  men  and  their 
friends  started  South  to  investigate  as  to 
the  truth  of  the  rumors  about  the  fabulous 
wealth  of  thn  newly  discoveretl  Arkansas 
iron  fields.  Two  o\  the  party.  Messrs. 
Alec.  Michaud  and  Dave  Adams,  returned 
yesterday  and  in  reply  toan  Evenino  Her- 
ald reporter  they  said  in  substance  aa 
follows: 

"When  we  left  here  we   made  our  way  to 
New  Orleans.    No,  we  did  not  go  there  to 
-  look  for  iron,   but  just  to    loaf  and    enjoy 
ourselves,  and  there  is  just  where  you  can 
do  it.      Leaving    there    after  a    few    days' 
stay  we  went  to  Little  Rock,   Ark.,  which 
town  is  situated,  in  relation  to  the   Arkan- 
sas iron  tields  exactly  as    Duluth  is    to  the 
Vermilion  Iron  Range.     We  went  out  to  in- 
spect     the     iron      country,      and      found 
out  that,  although  there  are  rich  prospects 
there,  we  need  never  fear  that  that  section 
will  ever  become  a  rival   to   the   Lake  Su- 
perior country.    You   ask    why?     Because 
the  formation  is   not  one  that  would  en- 
courage any  iron  expert  to  look  for  great 
reiult^.    It  is  mostly  a   "blanket  "  forma- 
tion.   That  is  to  say,  the  ore  lies  in  hori- 
zontal layers,  or  beds,  with  strata  of  rock, 
intervening,  and    although    there    is    both 
good  iron — Bessemer     hematite  and    some 
pur*  manganese  ore  deposits.fthere  is  noth- 
ing to  cau:»e  any  fear  of  competition  upon 
the  part  of  Minnesota  iron  men.    The  best 
assay  that  we  could  hear  of  was  one  that 
showed  a  manganese  ore  to  possess  about 
sixty  per  cent   metallic,    two    per   cent    of 
manganese,  and  a  low  percentage  of  phos- 
phorus.   It  ia  true  that  there  is  abundance 
of  coal  and  limestone  within  a  short  dis- 
tance of  the  iron,   but  the  very  fact  that 
the  iron  Itself   being    "non-bessemer"   will 
undoubtedly  detei  any  heavy  development 
of  the  mines,  at    least    for   some   time   to 
come.    This  is  an  age  of  steel  and  to   be  of 
intrinsic  value  iron  ore  deposits  must  pos- 
seos   qualifications    to    produce   bessemer 
steel. 

"After  lea  vine  Little  Rock  we  made  our 
way  to  Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  there  we 
found  iron  of  the  best  grade  with  coal  and 
limestone  in  close  juxtaposition.  There 
are  no  tlies  on  Birmingham  nor  upon  the 
iron  industry.  She  is  booming  and  it 
seemed  to  us  that  she  was  a  prototype  of 
whatWestDuluth  will  become oneday,when, 
the  9oo  canal  being  deepened,  West  Super- 
ior annexed  and  the  whole  energies  of  the 
population  of  the  head  of  the  lake  concent- 
rated upon  the  one  idea,  that  of  beating 
the  world's  record — we  shall  live  to  see  a 
city  from  whose  millions  of  smokestacks 
will  pour  a  cloud  that  will  render  snow- 
blindness  an  impossibility  even  in  the 
brightest  days  of  spring.  Tou  can  add 
that  in  all  our  wanderings  we  have  yet  to 
find  any  city,  town  or  place  that  we  prefer 
to  this,  Duluth,  the  Zenith  City  of  the  Un- 
salted  Seas."

KANSAS  CITY  AND  DULUTH. 

THX  TWO  WK8TCRN  CTTIXS  MOST  TALKICD  OF    IN 


•The  Kansas  City  Times  of  March  1  has  a 
long  interriew  with  Mr.  Willard  Winner,  a 
prominent  banker  of  that  city,  who  has 
recently  visited  quite  extensively,  in  the 
principal  cities  of  the  East.  Asked  about 
money  matters,  the  gentleman  said: 

"All  business  men  laugh  about  the  fool- 
ishness of  last  year's  money  panic.  They 
say  there  was  no  sense  in  it,  yet  everybody 
was  scared.  The  general  effect  of  the  scare 
however,  was  mighty  good.  Most  ofl  the 
saving  banks  in  the  east  have  pulled  in  and 
have  got  on  a  more  conservative  basis. 
The  savings  banks  of  Connecticut  alone 
now  have  $107,000,000  in  deposits  which 
is  $5,000,000  more  than  last  year,  and 
nearly  every  eastern  state  is  making  the 
same  increase.  You  can  get  all  the  money 
you  want  if  you  have  good  security.  The 
demand  for  securities  is  greater  than  I 
ever  before  saw  it." 

The  next  question  put  to  Mr.  Winner 
was:  "Does  Kansas  City  attract  unusual 
attention  in  the  East  as  compared  with 
other  cities?" 

•'There  is  far  more  talk  about  Kansas 
City  than  any  other  western  city.  There  is 
one  thing  that  astonishes  them  all  and 
that  is  that  Kansas  City  is  vary  nearly  out 
of  debt.  It  is  a  convincing  argument  in  be- 
half of  the  city,  especially  when  many  west- 
ern cities  have  been  hopelessly  involved.

to  nearly  150  men.  The  capital  stock  of 
the  company  will  be  $50,000  cash,  consist- 
ing of  oOO  shares,  all  of  which  will  be  sub- 
scribed immediately  upon  the  opening  of 
the  books.  At  the  meeting  the  following 
temporary  otiicers  were  choosen:  Dr.  Pier- 
son,  chairman;  C.  O.  Nelson,  secretary. 
After  the  object  of  the  meeting  was  stated 
and  full  plans  of  operations  decided  upon, 
the  chair  appointed  C.  0.  Nelson,  N.  0.  Nel- 
son and  Pet«r  Nelson  a  committee  to  make 
inquiries  regarding  available  location  and 
to  find  out  what  concessions  would  be 
made  by  the  different  real  estate  men  called 
upon,  but  the  location  was  not  to  be  out 
of  West  Duluth.  It  is  desired  if  possible  to 
secure  a  good  water  front  connected  with 
the  railroads.  A  meeting  will  be  held  the 
20th  of  this  month  at  which  officers  will 
be  elected  and  full  arrangemements  made 
for  incorporation  under  the  laws  of  the 
state.

THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

PROCEEDINQS     AT     THE     REOULAR     MONTHLY 
MEETINO  THIS  AFTERNOON. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  health 
held  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  court  this 
afternoon,  among  other  business  the 
monthly  report  of  Health  Officer  Sherwin 
was  presented.  It  showed  1193  visits  by 
the  officers  during  the  month,  283  by  Dr. 
Sherwin,  540  by  Inspector  Rossiter  and 
370  by  Inspector  Fink.  Of  notices  served 
there  were  ninety-five,  twelve  by  Dr.  Sher- 
win and  fifty-four  and  twenty-nine  by  the 
inspectors  respectively.  There  were  thirty 
complains  made,  twenty-three  to  Dr.  Sher- 
win and  two  to  the  inspectors.  During  the 
month  seventy-four  loads  of  night  soil  were 
removed,  and  319  loads  of  garbage,  189  of 
which  were  taken  away  by  the  owners  and 
and  130  by  the  city.  Four  dead  animals 
were  removed. 

Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  three  of 
dyphtheria  were  reported.  The  officer 
recommends  that  some  system  of  scaven- 
ger work  be  adopted  and  that  a 
contract  be  made  with  responsible 
parties  for  a  term  of  years  for  removal,  and 
that  dump  scows  be  used  and  the  garbage 
dumped  four  or  five  miles  out  in  the  lake, 
so  that  no  wash  can  reach  the  shores. 

In  this  connection  the  report  of  the  trial 
of  a  garbage  crematory  in  Chicago,  made 
this  week  in  of  interest;  in  this  trial  one 
furnace,  a  part  of  a  system  of  four  which 
were  being  built,  was  u«ed  and  proved  a 
perfect  success  burning  cimn  all  garbage, 
dead  animals,  etc.,  without  odor.  The 
cost  of  the  crematory  is  said  to  be  about 
$10,000  and  it  may  be  questioned  whether 
this  would  not  be  a  better  way  of  disposal 
of  garbage  than  by  dumping  it  in  the  lake. 

At  the  meeting  reference  was  also  made 
to  the  absenteeism  of  members  and  it 
was  recommended  that  those  who  did  not 
appear  should  resign.  It  was  also  reco- 
meuded  that  steps  be  taken  to  prevent  the 
keeping  of  large  numbers  of  cows  in  stables 
in  the  city  limits. 

A  motion  was  passed  instructing  the 
health  officer  to  correspond  with  patentee 
and  users  of  the  garbage  crematory  and 
report  at  the  next  meeting.  After  some 
other  business  the  board  adjourned  to 
meet  in  two  weeks. 


A  Reminiscence.

tle fields  was  parodied  by  the  London 
Standard  as  follows":
